Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  I present  ny 
-inual  Re  port  and  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the  yean  1945* 

According  to  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  this  Report  is  curtailed,  but  I suppose  now  that  the  war 
is  ended,  future  ones  will  be  more  lengthy* 

From  the  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the  health 
of  the  District  during  the  last  year  was  very  good  and  that  the 
number  of  notifiable'  diseases  reported  was  the  lowest  for  many 
years  with  the  exception  of  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles,  which 
formerly  were  not  notifiable, . 

The  Death  Rate  of  the  population  was  11.2  per  1000 
estimated  population,  whilst  the  Birth  Rate  was  16.28  per  1000 
live  births.  Cancer  was  the  cause  of  43  deaths  - 22  female 
and  21  male.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  or 
Diphtheria  and  there  is  no  doubt  we  are  no w feeling  the  advant- 
age of  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation.  The  number  of  children 
immunised  during  the  year  is:-

The  shortage  of  water  reported  in  former  years  in  the 
Holbrook  and  Smalley  Districts  is  now  happily  ended,  and  these 
Districts  have  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  water,  largely  from  the 
Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  supply. 

j»t  the  same  time  I am  glad  to  see  a more  abundant  and 
efficient  water  supply  is  going  to  be  provided  in  the  western 
districts  around  Turnditch. 

There  has  been  some  improvement  in  the  camping  con- 
ditions at  Ehatstandwell.  These  sites  have  been  constantly 
visited  by  myself  and  your  inspectors  and  we  have  cut  down  the 
large  numbers  who  visited  the  sites  at  holiday  times. 

There  still  continues  to  be  overcrowding  in  the  dis- 
trict which  is  likely  to  be  aggravated  as  demobilsation  continues. 
The  housing  accommodation  set  out  in  the  Council’s  programme,' 
whilst  good,  will  not  meet  all  cases  of  overcrowding. 
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I should  like  again  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year,  also  the  Clerk, 

Mr.  Greaser,  for  his  help  and  assistance  at  all  times* 

To  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Messrs  J.  Laycock,  W.C.Cooper 
and  S.M.  Carruthers,  I again  extend  my  thanks.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR . 


The  Rural  District  of  Belper  lies  in  the  southern  half  of  the 
County  of  Derbyshire,  through  which  runs,  from  north  to  south,  the 
River  Derwent. 

The  eastern  part  of  the  area  is  largely  industrial  - mining, 
lime-stone  quarrying;  the  western  side  is  chiefly  agricultural  - 
milk  production  representing  the  principal  activity,  whilst  in 
the  southern  portion  there  is  cotton  and  hosiery  manufacturing 
and  a large  residential  population. 

The  northern  district  is  hilly  in  character,  with  an  altitude 
of  10 33  O.D.  at  Ashleyhay.  The  area  falls  away  to  the  south, 
where  at  Darley  Abbey  the  altitude  is  approximately  2 40  feet  above 
Ordnance  Datum. 

The  Employment  in  the  district  is  provided  by:-

and  agriculture  finds  employment  in  the  others,  excepting  in  the 
Parish  of  Allestree  which  is  quite  residential. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 


The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  a part  time  engagement.  At  the 
end  of  the  year  the  Inspectoral  staff  consisted  of  - Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Deputy  Chief  Sanitary  Inspection  and  one  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  with  central  offices  at  Wellington  House,  Wellington  Court, 
Bridge  Street,  Belper. 


BACTERIOLOGICAL  & CHEMICAL  WORK. 


All  testing  and  examination  of  food  and  water  samples  taken  by 
the  Department  is  carried  out  under  arrangements  with  the  County 
Council’s  Staff,  but  the  Food  & Drugs  Act  is  under  the  County  Council 
administrati on. 


INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICT. 

Appendix  A.  is  a tabulated  report  which  has  been  forwarded  to 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  District  may  be  classed  as  generally  csatrsfactory  as  far-  as 
the  public  water  supplies  are  concerned.  There  are  various  main 
sources  of  supoly  viz.  Cross- o— th-Hands  and  Handley  Wood  supplying 
chiefly  the  parish  of  Duf field.  Belper  Urban  supply  from  deep 

springs,  which  serves  the  parishes  of  Denby,  Holbrook,  Horsley, 
Horsley  Woodhouse,  Kilbum  and  Smalley.  Derby  Borough  supply  to 
the  parishes  of  Allestree,  Darley  Abbey,  ^uamdon.

Shardlow  Rural  District  Council  provide  the  water  for  Mapperley, 
and  at  Lea  the  Council  pump  water  from  springs  into  reservoirs 
at  Crich  and  Lea  for  the  parishes  of  Crich,  Dethick , Lea  and 
Holloway,  South  Wingfield  and  Pen 'crich.  These  15  Parishes 

have  a piped  supply  serving  a population  of  some  22,000  persons, 
in  6997  houses.  The  Kedleston  Estate  has  a small  private  piped 
supply  in  the  parish  of  Kedleston  and  also  at  'Weston  Underwood. 

The  Chatsworth  Estate  gives  a piped  supply  to  part  of  the  parish 
of  Shot tie. 

Prom  tlris  review  it  is  seen  that  approximately  83%  of  the 
population  in  this  rural  district  have  a piped  'water  supply. 

The  Council's  supplies  are  chlorinated.  All  samples  of  water 
taken  from  the  public  supply  were  satisfactory.  Parishes  at  the 
southern  end  of  the  district  are  not  so  admirably  situated. 

Shallow  wells  are  the  principal  source  of  supply  and  samples  taken 
in  this  area  do  not  show  up  so  well  as  those  taken  from  the  Council's 
services.  But  there  is  no  evidence  in  these  parishes  of  any 
diseases  traceable  to  the  water  supply.  The  item  of  greatest 

interest  has  been  the  transfer  of  the  source  of  supply  from  the 
Belper  Urban  mains  to  that  of  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board.  This 
change  has  proved  to  be  kxmensely  satisfactory  in  the  eastern 
parishes  where  the  pressure  and  the  amount  of  water  has  been  vastly 
increased. 

Reference  to  old  Annual  Reports  reminds  one  that  little  or  no 
progress  has  been  made  in  the  western  parishes.  Now  however,  it 
will  be  recalled  that  you  have  given  priority  to  a scheme  of  water- 
supply  to  these  parishes  which  should  qualify  for  a substantial 
Government  grant  towards  the  cost,  a cost  which  always  has  been 
beyond  the  parishes  resources. 

During  the  year  six  samples  of  water  have  been  taken,  four  from 
shallow  wells  and  two  from  a privately  owned  v/ater  supply.  Four 
of  the  samples  were  found  unsatisfactory  and  two  good.  As  regards 
one  instance  where  the  sample  from  tire  well  proved  unsatisfactory,  the 
public  water  supply  was  extended  and  the  use  of  the  well  discontinued. 
In  another  case  a private  supply  was  thoroughly  cleaned  out  and  a 
second  sample  proved  satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE  AMD  SERFAGE  DISPOSAL. 


There  are  .fifteen  outfall  works  in  the  area  under  the  control 
of  the  Council,  namely  at  Allestree  1,  Crich  2,  Darley  Abbey  1, 
Duffield  1,  Holbrook  1,  Horsley  1,  Horsley  U oodhouse  1,  Mapperley 
1,  ^uamdon  1,  Smalley  1,  and  South  Wingfield 

There  have  been  no  schemes  of  extensions  to  sewers  or  outfa.ll 
works  under taken  during  the  year,  though  one  or  two  undoubtedly 
are  overloaded.  The  Council' s Engineers  have  instructions  to 
prepare  a scheme  for  the  parish  of  Dethick,  Lea  and  Holloway  which 
'will  connect  with  the  Hat  lock  Urban  District's  outfall  works  at 
Cromford.  The  now  overloaded  outfall  sewers  and  works  dealing 

with  the  sewage  from  Allestree  and  Darley  Abbey  are  receiving  con- 
sideration. Twenty  one  new  house  connections  have  been  made 

to  the  Denby  and  Kilbum  sewers. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


The  onljr  action  to  report  on  the  subject  is  that  taken  by  the 
Agricultural  Drainage  Officers  who  have  had  cleaned  many  of  the 
small  streams  and  ditches,  so  preventing  minor  flooding  adjacent 
to  " house  properties. 
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MILK  AND  DATEIES. 


Of*  the  405  farms  in  the  area  no  fewer  than  135  have  Graded 
Milk  Licences :- 

Tuberculin  Tested  - 3 

Accredited  - 132 

The  fact  that  appromima te ly  333»  of  the  farms  qualify  for  these 
licences,  gives  some  indication  of  the  progressive  outlook  held  by 
the  local  farmers.  Incidentally  we  find  that  the  licences  are 
invariably  held  by  the  larger  milk  producers.  Owing  to  the  labour 
problem  and  the  great  amount  of  additional  land  under  the  plough,  we 
have  found  a certain  tendency  to  leave  the  limewashing  of  cowsheds  to 
periods  when  the  crops  could  not  receive  attention  ana  to  make  this 
work  an  incidental  job* 

Improvements  carried  out  during  the  year  include :-

SCAVENGING. 

Progress  has  not  been  made  in  this  Department  as  was  planned  for 
the  period  immediately  following  the  end  of  the  war,  the  chief 
difficulty  being  labour*  The  collection  of  nightsoil  still  presents 
difficulties  and  every  effort  is  made  to  convert  unsatisfactory  closets 
and  middens  to  the  water-carriage  system  wherever  the  services  are 
available.  In  this  connection 

35  Pail  closets  have  been  converted  to  35  A.C.'s 
42  Privies  " n ” ”42  ” 

2 ” ” ” ” ” 2 Pail  Closets 

and  two  additional  W.C.'s  have  been  provided. 

There  are  three  direct  labour  schemes  operating  in  the  parishes 
of  Allestree,  Crick,  Darley  Fobey,  Denby,  De thick.  Lea  and  Holloway, 
Duffield,  Kilbum,  Quamdon  and  South  Wingfield,  a total  of  5&30  houses. 

Scavenging  by  Contract  is  done  in  the  parishes  of  Holbrook, 

Horsley,  Horsley  Woodhouse,  Mapperley,  Shipley  and  Smalley,  a total 
of  1656  houses. 

In  the  remaining  12  parishes  - 7°7  houses  - it  is  anticipated 
that  some  form  of  scavenging,  will  be  started  in  the  coming  year. 

Cesspools  are  not  emptied  by  the  Council,  this  work  always 
devolves  upon  the  occupiers  of  the  premises. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  are  forwarded  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  forwards  them  to  the  office.  ^.11 
cases  are  visited,  advice  given  on  tho  precautions  to  be  taken  and 
after  the  patient  is  removed  to  hospital  or  has  recovered,  the 
foams  are  disinfected,  formaldehyde  gas  is  the  usual  fumigant  used. 
There  were  72  rooms  treated  in  the  twelve  months. 
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DISINFESTATION. 


It  is  very  many  years  since  it  was  necessary  to  report  that  we 
had  b^en  called  upon  to  give  special  treatment  to  verminous  houses, 
but  during  the  year  two  houses  were  found  to  be  so  badly  infested 
that  action  had  to  be  taken.  In  each  case,  the  steps  taken  were 
successful. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

Inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  for  food  still  remains  with 
the  government  departments,  and  slaughtering  is  centralised  for 
defined  areas.  There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  this  district. 

On  occasions  your  Inspectors  are  called  in  by  the  retailer  shopkeepers 
to  examine  various  foods  which  are  considered  unfit  for  sale  for  human 
consumption.  On  these  inspections  it  has  been  found  necessary  to 
condemn  48  large  tins  of  salmon ^<^0  lbs  of  bacon,  56lbs  of  beef  and 
10  lbs  of  peaches.  These  foods  were  voluntarily  surrendered.  Y/here 
possible  all  foodstuffs  condemned  are  used  for  animal  feeding. 

BAKEHOUSES  ETC. 

These  are  small  premises,  chiefly  supplying  their  own  retail  shops, 
and  10  inspections  were  made  of  the  5 bakehouses  in  the  area.  Two 
Notices  to  cleanse  the  premises  were  complied  with  at  once. 

The  Factory  Inspector  drew  attention  to  one  factory  bakehouse, 
where  limewashing  was  ordered. 

Inspections  were  also  made  at  12  Factories.. 


C&MEENG  SITES. 

Licences  have  been  issued  for  camping  grounds  and  individual  caravans. 

The  persons  holding  liconces  for  camping  grounds  are  the  owners  of 
the  land  who  let  caravans  and  temporary  structures  and  also  permit 
occupation  by  casual  campers  who  own  their  own  moveable  dwellings.  In 
other  cases  the  licences  are  granted  to  persons  occupying  caravans 
situated  on  other  peoples  land  and  in  some  instances  are  occupied 
all  the  year  round  because  of  the  difficulty  in  obtaining  housing 
accommodation.  The  licence  in  these  cases  is  granted  for  a 
limited  period  only. 

The  camping  grounds  give  greater  cause  for  complaint  especially 
during  Bank  Holiday  periods.

The  number  of  dwellings  inspected  for  housing  defects  was  258 
on  which  472  inspections  were  made.  None  were  found  to  be  unfit 
for  human  habitation:  those  found  not  to  be  reasonably  fit  for 
habitation  numbered  58. 

The  total  number  of  houses  rendered  fit  under  the  Housing  Act 
was  180. 

The  labour  position  in  the  Building  Trade  at  the  end  of  the  year 
showed  a slight  improvement. 

As  the  result  of  local  enquiries  into  the  individual  assessment  of 
the  Housing  needs  of  each  parish  to  meet  estimated  requirements  for 
normal  development,  the  Council  have  found  they  must  plan  for  some 
400-500  new  houses.  This  is  a great  task  for  a scattered  rural 
area,  where  most  of  the  building  operatives  must  be  drawn  from  the 
more  populous  surrounding  districts  and  will  require  two  or  three 
years  to  achieve  owing  to  the  disorganisation  of  the  industry  and 
shortage  of  operatives. 

This  is  the  first  duty  of  the  Council  and  inevitably  must  take 
precedence  over  any  re-housing  programme  of  persons  displaced  under 
clearance  orders. 

Inspection  of  admittedly  poor  houses  has  been  found  to  raise 
false  hopes  that  new  houses  would  be  provided  in  the  near  future. 

Nothing  has  occurred  during  these  inspections  to  change  the 
experience  gathered  over  the  years,  among  the  people  in  old  and  new 
houses  that  bricks  and  mortar  do  not  make  homes.  The  undesirable 
and  careless  tenant  will  always  be  with  us,  whether  we  believe  in 
segj^ation  or  advocate  the  mixing  of  good  tenants  with  undesirable 
tenants,  until  a scheme  of  very  strict  supervision  is  adopted. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  the  co-operation  of  all  the  Council 
and  their  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  the  Department  has  been  most 
helpful  and  greatly  appreciated*
